New  York!  There  were  2 cars  of  fowl  via  freight  at  Long  Island  City  for  the  trade. 

1 car  was  consigned  to  a dealer  and  the  other  went  to  a direct  receiver. 
Practically  no  sales  were  reported  for  open  market  trading  with  the  exception  of  a 
few  coops  of  roosters.  Market  nominally  very  firm.  Shipments  to  dealers  were  very 
light,  and  far  short  of  trade  needs.  The  bulk  of  the  truck  arrivals  were  handled 
through  the  dealers'  platform  for  other  accounts  and  not  available  for  the  market.
